21.—Canadian 
soldiers enjoy an ample balanced 
diet which is a far cry from the 
bully beef and plum and apple 
jam of overseas service in the 
first Great War. 

The standard army ration of 1939 
calls for meat three times a day with 
plenty of vegetables, cereals, soup, 
bread and butter and fruit, 

So taken are new recruits with the 
army diet that they almost eat 


but later ease off a bit on their 
food. 

The ample quantity allotted is 
evidenced by the fact most units in 
the Canadian Active Service Force 
draw less than their allotted quan- | 
tity of foods after they have been 
in barracks a short time. 

“I am greatly pleased with the 
uniformly excellent quality of 
the new ration,” said Major-Gen. 
A. G. L. McNaughton, commander 
of the first overseas division, in 
an interview following his recent 
visit to first divisien units all 
across the country. 

A check of the health records of 
the units in training shows that in- 
variably the men put on weight in 
their first few weeks of army life 

The heavy eating of new recruits 

is attributed to the physical exercise 
which goes with training and the 
fact many may have had certain 
deficiencies in their system due to; 
inadequate or unbalanced diets in 
civilian life 


TYPICAL DAILY MENU 

Here is a typical daily menu for 
troops in the Ottawa district: 

Breakfast: Porridge, bacon and 
beans. bread and butter, jam, coffee 

Dinner; Pea soup, roast beef. 
mashed potatoes, carrots, bread and 
butter, Jam, tea 

Supper: Cold beef, cold potatoes, 
bread and butter, stewed prunes, 
tea 


In addition to this, most units 
arrange privately for extras such 
as cake and pie from time to time. 

The menu varies from day tu day 
Fish is served in place of meat once 
a week and mutton and pork dishes 
are rotated with beef. Instead of 
fresh vegetables, canned tomatoes 
of canned corn are served from 
time to time. Rice replaces prunes 
on the supper menu at times and 
corn syrup replaces jam on. the 
breakfast and dinner menus

To turn unanchored mines loose any- 
where at sea is in contravention of inter 
national law.

To this desperate expedient Admiral

A Mayor Goes Abroad 


Vancouver's Mayor Telford went to 
Seattle the other day to make a speech. 
Apparently because he wanted to do his 
bit to dissuade Canadians from supporting 
the war effort of their country, and 
thought he could do it more safely by talk- 
ing outside Canada and having his views 
sent back home in press despatches. Ham- 
pering the war effort must in any case be 
the effect of the speech, if it has any. 

His Worship told the Seattle audience 
he does not know what Canada is fighting 
for, which may have been either a confes- 
sion or pretence; that “Great Britain fi- 
nanced Germany,” which is not true; that 
“Canada sent millions of pounds of nickel 
to Germany”, which is not true; and that 
“our taxpayers” when the war is over will 
be asked for more money to make more 
loans to Germany, something they were 
never asked to do and are in no possible 
danger of being asked to do. 

It is true that citizens of Great Britain 
lent money to Germany. So did French 
citizens, and citizens of the United States. 
They did it in accord with the letter and 
spirit of the Dawes’ report, which was 
based on the assumption that Germany 
needed funds to recondition its industries 
and railways and could be trusted to use 
the money honestly. They were deceived in 
the latter particular, thanks to the rise 
of Hitlerism. 

It is also true that Canadian corpora- 
tions shipped nickel to Germany; knowing 
that if they did not do so Germany would 
get the supplies elsewhere and the net re- 
sult would be to throw some hundreds of 
Canadian miners on relief. 

“Great Britain” did not “finance” 
Germany, nor “Canada” supply it with 
nickel. As to “our taxpayers”, if any of 
them lent money to Germany they did it 


of their own accord, and if any of them do © 


so in future they will do it as investors, not 
as taxpayers. 

Vancouver people are entitled to 
sympathy in having to put up with the 
humiliation of a Mayor who goes abroad 
to advertise his ignorance of the war 
issue and his indifference to the fate of 
democracy, and caricatures the truth in 
doing so. 


Germany, it is said, has sold the 
Bremen to Russia. The report may be 
doubted. What likely has happened is that 
the ship has been transferred to Russian 
registry, in hope that the Allies will allow 
it to tote cargoes destined for Germany, 
via Murmansk, under the Russian neutral 
flag. Whichever has happened will make 
no difference if the vessel puts to sea and 
comes within sight of an Allied warship 
fast enough to catch her.

| The Passing Show

The macabre figure of the executioner has 
always held a strange and despotic influence 
over ‘the mind of man. Even impetuous Byron, 
| who loved liberty more than he did his favorite 
|] mistress, could not resist this fatal lure. The first 

time he saw a public hanging he was up in 

arms at the spectacle; his 

HIS HONOR THE anger cooled to a sceptical 

EXECUTIONER concern for the victim, the 

hext time; and he was confi- 
dent that if he had to see another execution, he 
would look upon the scene with fascinated horror 
but an utter absence of moral revulsion. If the 
glamor of a public execution affected Byron in 
such a fashion, is it any wonder that the agony 
of the condemned criminal brought delight for 
s0 many centuries to the depraved public taste of 

* Europe? 

Central figure in this grim festival was the 
headsman or executioner, about whose special 
tights and privileges in former times a vivid list 
has been compiled by Agnes Repplier, most elo- 
quent of contemporary essayists. 

The headsman had first claim to the property 
of every suicide. Standing on the dead man’s 
chest, he could demand as much of his money 
and belongings as he could touch with the point 
of his long sword, and this prerogative was woven 
into the fabric of law. Peasants had no demur 
if he snatched away their corn, or took away 
their pigs. Any woman on her way to the gallows 
could be pardoned if the executioner said he 
would marry her. A gift from him was endowed 
with a cursed power, if the credulous fancy of 
the middle ages is to be credited, and wealthy 
men often paid him dearly for some charm or 
amulet which they later, in calculated treachery, 
gave to the friend of former days they now 
wished to destroy. 

Real estate men must have hated the heads- 
man, for his home always lowered the value of 
surrounding property. Wherever he moved in, 
tenants felt the creeping chill of desolation and 
swiftly departed to less sombre surroundings. 
But in Spain the headsman exulted in his sinister 
isolation from the rest of the community, and had 
his house dyed a deep red in emblem of his foul 
profession.

The most famous story that has clung to the 
history of this almost extinct profession is the 
fateful tale of Annerl, the sweet German child. 
Her mother took the tot on a visit to the heads- 
man. The moment the little girl stepped into the 
room, his sword stirred restlessly in its cupboard, 

as if hungry for her blood. 
SOME TALES The executioner begged the 
OF THE CRAFT mother to let him take a little 

blood from the child, if only 
by making a tiny incision on her little finger, for 
in no other way would the wrath of his sword be 
appeased. She of course refused such a strange 
request with indignation and horror, Thirty 
years later Annerl lost her head at the block. 

Superstition declares that she was doomed to 
walk this path of the dark shadow as soon as the 
sword had marked out her destiny. 

Nothing can be so disagreeable, according to 
Voltaire, as to be obscurely hanged. His fellow- 
countrymen must have shared his*view, since it 
was not till 1633 that execution before a vast 
concourse, gathered to watch the show by the 
glare of baleful torch-light, at last was abolished 
in France. 

The etiquette of the gallows was as strict and 
binding as that of the drawing-room of an aris- 
tocrat who prided himself upon his breeding. 
Lord Capel tried to address the crowd, gathered 
to see his death, with his hat on as if he were 
speaking from his place in the House of Com- 
mons, but the firm insistence of the executioner 
made him comply with the precedents of the 
place and he had to make his death speech with 
uncovered head. 

Capeluche, one of the most celebrated of all 
headsmen, himself died from a stroke of the 
sword, yet in his death he bore himself with a 
dignity that did honor to the craft. He actually 
helged his executioner out of the fund of his own 
unrivalled experience, placed the block for him 
and instructed him in the most cunning manipu- 
lation of the weapon.

There are three famous stories about public 
executions in Great Britain. Archbishop Laud 
has been dealt many a cruel blow by historians, 
some of whom have looked upon his execution 
with undisguised delight as just retribition for 
his many crimes. But his contemporaries did not 

fee] that way about him. 
PUBLIC EXECUTIONS Sir John Clotworthy 
IN BRITAIN propounded several in- 

tricate theories of reli- 
gious doctrine to the learned prelate while Laud 
was standing beside the block, and the arch- 
bighop took time off from more urgent cares to 
answer them. 

Then there is the legend of notorious Sam 
Hall, a chimney-sweep whom even charitable 
Charles Lamb could not love. At long last given 
the honor of a hanging, Tom was being trundled 
in a cart to Tyburn in company with a highway- 
man who chafed at sharing the distinction of a 
violent death with so common a fellow as a 
sweep. Kicking Tom violently, he ordered him 
to stand off. “Stand off, yourself,” was Tom's 
heroic reply, “I have as good a right to be here 
as you have,” and with that remark purchased 
for himself a sad immortality, 

No one knows who the headsman was who 
killed King Charles. William Howlett actually 
was condemned after the Restoration for this act 
of regicide, but was pardoned when friends swore 
a man from Rosemary Lane, Richard Brandon, 
had done the deed. He was public executioner 
of London when the king was beheaded, and 
though he is said to have ordered the stroke to 
be given by an unknown assistant, he is com- 
monly regarded as being responsible for shed- 
ding the king's blood. In fact, passionate parti- 
sans of Charles insist that Brandon died five 
months after the execution in remorse at what 
he had done,

Pronunciation of Words 


Mr. Justice Riddell, sitting in the Ontario 
Court of Appeal, corrected a lawyer who said 
something or other was “apPLICable.” “You 
mean ‘APPlicable,’ do you not?” aplied His Lord- 
ship, and the lawyer agreed that was what he 
meant. 

It is the duty of the Bench to save the inno- 
cent, and its defence of right perhaps not im- 
properly covers the case of spoken English when 
it is abused. 

There are many words commonly mispro- 
nounced by persons who should know better, 
or who could set themselves aright by consult- 
ing a dictionary—preferably an English dic- 
tionary, They say decADEnt, for example, 
when they should say DECadent; comPARable 
when COMparable is correct, commANDant for 
commanDANT, REcess for reCESS, EConomic 
for Economic, PROGress for PROgress. They 
forget that it is the first syllable in DEMonstrate, 
but the second in reMONstrate, And the name 
of a well-known Ottawa institution puzzles not 
a few. The reSEARCH LABoratory finds itself 
called REsearch labORatory about as often as 
not. 

And we hear people, educated people, say 
ABdomen when they should say abDOMen, 
ADdress when they mean adDRESS, celIbacy 
when the book says CELibacy, disCIPline when 
it ought to be DIScipline. They talk about 
piANists and adverTISEments when they mean 
Planists and adVERtisements. They accent the 
third syllable instead of the first in temporarily. 
They confuse PREcedent and preCEDence. They 
forget that France is an alLY, but that an ALly 
is something the boys will be playing with some 
cold months hence.—Ottawa Journal, 


On This Date

Fifty years ago an Anglican missionary on 
the coast of British Columbia caused some 
trouble for Sir John A. Maedonald, who was 
superintendent-general of Indian affairs as well 
as prime minister. William Duncan had been 
sent out to British Columbia in 1856 by the 
Church Missionary Society. He was first station- 
ed at Fort Simpson and later at the Indian vil- 
lage of Metlakatla, where he labored for many 
years, and acquired much influence over the 
Indians. Owing to differences with the author- 
ities, both ecclesiastical and civil, Duncan in 1887 
removed to Annette island in Alaska where an- 
other Metlakatla was erected, but soon he had 
trouble with the United States government. He 
then asked for permission to return to British 
Columbia, and there were long negotiations be- 
tween him, the provincial government and the 
Dominion. 

In the end Duncan had to leave British 
Columbia and return to his Alaskan mission, 
then badly disrupted, and lived there for many 
years. A great church enterprise had been 
wrecked by one man’s stubborness and high 
temper and the Church Missionary Society had to 
use much diplomacy to end the dispute which it 
finally did by transferring the mission to the 
Diocese of Caledonia,

The holiday season, including the 


aches and digestive upsets, become 
more common after people have 
gathered around the loaded holiday 
table. 

The ordinary holiday feast can 
not be considered entirely whole- 
some, for it consists of many com- 
binations which are “not good”. As| 
a result of stuffing themselves on 
such a mixture, many people feel 
out of sorts the day following. This 
is unnecessary and it is possible to 
prepare a delicious dinner which 
may be enjoyed on any holiday oc- 
casion and which will prove to be 
both delicious and healthful. 

I am going to outline for you a} 
dinner menu which will be tempt- 
ing and which may be eaten with 
erly good after-effects.

DINNER 

Toasted nuts, olives, celery soup,

The mixture 
must not be made too moist or too 
dry, and experience will teach you 
the exact proportion of food needed 
to impart the flavor your family 
most enjoys. Serve a small portion 
of this with each serving of turkey, 
and any person in good health will 
enjoy it 

Date Ple is made as follows; Use 
1 pound of dates, stoned, and cut 
into small pieces. Soak overnight 
(or for several hours), in 1 pint of 
thin sweet cream. In the morning 
add 1 whole egg, and the yolks of 
2 more, reserving the whites for) 
meringue. Bake in a crust made of 
whole wheat flour, and brown the! 
meringue to a delicate golden tint.

ers’ Allowance in this province, | 


Was announced Tuesday by Hon. 
Solon E. Low, provincial treasur- 
er, following his return from Ot- 
tawa, where he conferred with 
the Dominion government on 


questions of mutual interest. 
As the Dominion government} 
contributes to the Old Age Pen-! 
gions payments, it was essential to 
obtain approval of the Dominion to} 
set up the board. This approval 
has been given. Heretofore the | 
Old Age Pension has been admin- | 
dstered by the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Board and the Mothers’ 
Allowance by the public health de- | 
partment. 


THREE-MAN BOARD | 


The board to be set up to gate 
ly operate these two services will! 
consist of the superintendent of 
Old Age Pensions, the deputy pro- | 
vincial treasurer and the superin- 
tendent of Mothers’ Allowance. | 

Following approval of the | 
change in administration of Old | 
Age Pensions from Workmen's | 
Compensation to the new board, 
the provincial government will 
pass an enabling Order-in-Coun- 
cil, Mr. Low’ stated. By bringing 
both these services under the one 
administrative body it is hoped 
to gain efficiency, reduce costs 
and eliminate any likelihood of 
overlapping. 

In estimates for the current fiscal | 
year the appropriation for Mothers’! 
Allowance ratified by the legisla- 
ture, is $633,075, while that for Old 
Age Pensions and Pensons for the 
Blind totals $2,653,670.

Pleading guilty to a charge of 
stealing $1,200 from a local concern 
Donald N. Montgomery, Edmonton 
accountant, was sentenced to serve 
one year in Fort Saskatchewan jail 
by Mr. Justice W. R. Howson in 
supreme court Tuesday.
